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HARVEST AND LABOR PROBLEMS 


CREATE LIVE &LENGTHY DISCUSSION * “*‘*° 


A large and interested crowd listen- 
ed attentively to the discussion and 
speeches planned to partially solve 
the difficulty created by the shortage 
of labor owing to so many men enlist- 
ed in the various branches of the arm- 
ed forces. 

The meeting was held in the Mem- 
orial Hall Friday last. T. S. Hughes 
ably filled the duties of Chairman. H. 
A. Ruppe was elected Secretary. 

Mayor Hughes explained the pur- 
pose of the meeting and at once call- 
ed on W. H. Ross, of Calgary, Acting 
Chairman of the Advisory Committee 
on Harvest Labor, to speak. 

Mr. Ross is a pleasing speaker and 
held the interest of the audience 
throughout a long and somewhat de- 
tailed address. 

Mr. Ross explained that the 
shops had taken 1800 men, the Alaska 
Highway had absorbed a large number 
and where 2,500 men had been avail- 
able last year, the limit this year 
would total 1,000 men. The military 
authorities had been approached and 
no trainees would be available.

Hence the only sources possible 
were men released from stores and of- 
fices at various periods, High School 
students and the Japanese, and what 
assistance farmers can render each 
other by interchange of work. 

The help of High School Students 
and the Japanese created lengthy dis- 
cussion, resolutions later being passed 
to be forwarded to the Provincial Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Ross questions 
advised where possible throughout the 
meeting. e 

The Chairman next called in Mr 
Norman Smith, Editor of the Western 
Farm Leader, 

Mr. Smith stated that Agriculture is 
a War necessity. Had this been rec- 
ognized more fully in the early stages 
the depleted condition now existing 
in Alberta might have been lessened. 
The heavier enlistment Western 
Canada ha* born too heavily on this 
part of the Dominion. He felt that the 
solution to harvest this years bumper 
crop must depend on what local help 
can be arranged, and what assistance 
can be given by high school boys. All 
help obtainable should be used. Help 
on the home front for harvest is act- 
ually a contribution to victory. 

Don J. McKinnon endorsed the 
statements of the previous speakers. 
Referring to Jap labor, Mr. McKin- 
non felt it was a matter for the indi- 
vidual to decide whether he would 
take two, three or four Japs to work. 
He felt that a group of ten with an 
overseer could be used effectively for 
“piece meal” work, 

Resulting from a lengthy discussion 
the following resolutions were made 
and carried. 

On motion of Don J. McKinnon and 
Swen Swenson it was agreed that an 
organization of the municipalities 
present be set up. 

On motion of Charles Harvey and 
Leslie Tiede it was agreed that two

The pen nibs continue to play their 
humble but essential part in the war, 
although the different kinds now to be 
had has been reduced from 4660 to 64, 
They go to munition works and Gov- 
rnment departments, not to mention 
banks and schools. Mapping pens with- 
out which charts and maps could not 
be made, are also being turned out in 
impressive the Royal 
Ordnance survey departments. 

A pen nib is made from special steel, 
and 14 have to be 
carried out before it is ready 
tor the inkpot. 

The skill demanded of the workers 
is a big asset in their new jobs some 
ot which require dead accuracy to the 
thousandth part of an inch. 

Nine in ten of Britain’s pen makers 
are now on munitions. One of their 
products is a gun part used in the 1,000 
bomber raids. 

One worker who has turned over from 
pen nibs to aircraft work an old 
lady of 85 who has spent most of her 
life in this factory. She is now one of 
a group of old ladies whose average 
age is 69, 

@RESTRICTIONS IN CANDY, CIGS 

No more candy bars or cigarettes 
can be packed into overseas parcels 
by members of Red Cross and regi- 
mental auxiliaries according to inform- 
ation received at Regina provincial 
Red Cross headquarters.

NATICGNAL WAR LABOUR BOARD 


GENERAL ORDER 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has found that the cost 
of living index number for July 2, 1942, of 117.9 (adjusted index 
117) has risen by 2.4 points over the index for October 1, 1941, 
of 115.5 (adjusted index 114.6). 


Accordingly, pursuant to the provisions of Section 34 (1) of 
the Wartime Wages Control Order P.C. 5963, and subject to the 
general provisions of the Order, the National War Labour Board 
orders that employers subject to the Order who are paying a 
cost of living bonus shall adjust the amount of such bonus pay- 
ment, and employers who are not paying a cost of living bonus 
shall commence the payment of such a bonus, both effective from 
the first payroll period beginning on or after Mugust 15, 1942, 
as follows: 


(a) If payment of a cost of living bonus is being made pursuant to 
the provisions of Order in Council P.C. 8253 (now superseded by 
P.C. 5963): 


(i) For employees to whom Section 48 (iii) (a) of P.C. 5963 
applies, the bonus shal! be increased by the amount of sixty (60c) 
cents per week, 


(ii) For employees to wnom Section 48 (iii) (b) of P.C. 5963 
applies, the percentage of their weekly wage rates, paid to them 
as a cost of living bonus, shall be increased by 2.4 poinis; 


(b) If no cost of living bonus is being paid, the payment of such a 
bonus shall be commenced: 


(i) For employees to whom Section 48 (iii) (a) of P.C. 5963 
applies, in the amount of sixty (60c) cents per week, 


(ii) For employees to whom Section 48 (iii) (b) of P.C. 5963 
applies, in the amount of 2.4% of their weekly wage rates; 


(c) In no case shall the amount of a cost of living bonus adjusted 
as stated exceed a maximum of $4.25 per week to employees to 
whom Section 48 (iii) (a) of P.C. 5963 applies, and of 17°% of their 
weekly wage rates to employees to whom Section 48 (iii) (b) of 
P.C. 5963 applies: 


(d) (1) (i) For employees to whom Section 48 (iii) (a) of P.C. 5963 
applies now being paid a cost of living bonus, not pursuant 
to the provisions of P.C. 8253, established prior to the 
effective date of that Order, in an amount exceeding $4.25 
per week, the amount of the bonus shall remain unchanged, 


(ii) For such employees now being paid a cost of living 
bonus of less than $4.25 per week, the amount of the bonus 
shall be increased up to sixty (60c) cents Pe week, but in 
no case to exceed a total weekly bonus of $4.25; 


(i) For employees to whom Section 48 (iii) (b) of P.C. 5963 
applies, now being paid a cost of living bonus, not pursuant 
to the provisions of P.C. 8253, established prior to the 
effective date of that Order, in an amount exceeding 17% 
of their weekly wage rates, the amount of the bonus shall 
remain unchanged; 


(@) 


(ii) For such employees now being paid a cost of living 
bonus of less than 17'% of their weekly wage rates, the 
bonus shall be increased up to 2.4 points, but in no case to 
exceed a total weekly bonus of 17°% of their weekly wage 
rates; 


(e) The adjustment or payment of a cost of living bonus calculated 
as ordered shall be to the nearest cent of any fractional figure; 


(f) Employers in the construction industry shall adjust the amount 
of any cost of living bonus required by paragraph (a) of this order 
only for employees in respect of whom no specjal bonus arrange- 
ment has been made with the approval of a War Labour Board,

Indians Could Take Rule 
Without Chaos, Says Azad 


—_——— 

A transfer of government in India 
from Britain to the Indians could be 
carried out without “chaos” because 
the British would be expected to stay 
on until a provisional government 
could be formed, Maulana Abdul Azad, 
President of the All-India Congress 
Party said today. 

“The British Administration would 
stay until such a government could be 
assembled, free of interference,” the 
Party leader told a press conference, 
He asserted moreover that the Con- 
gress would not insist that power be 
given to it but would be willing, if the 
British chose to have the government 
transferred to the rival Moslem 
League. 

“What we are concerned with,” he 
emphasized, “is what is being given, 
not to whom it is given,” 

His statement came on the heels of 
publication here of an appeal to the 
United States by Sir Stafford Cripps, 
whose independence mission to India 
failed, to back Britain up in “what- 
ever is necessary.”
